Assemann 
was the Librarian of the Vatican, and made a noble use of the Library under 
his charge. (When will the importance of the post of a Librarian be under- 
stood by the Government of this country ?

With about Five hundred Coats of Arms at the bottom of the pages ; 
thus constituting one of the EARLIEST ENGLISH ARMORIALS in exist- 
ence. They comprise the heraldic bearing of the families of the West and 
South of England ; amongst them is found the escutchon of the Augustinian 
Abbey of Bruton in Somerset, where the MS. was probably executed. At 
the end a leaf containing a story from the Legenda Sanctorum, in Norman 
French, follows the text ; and is succeeded by a list of advowsons in Somer- 
retshire, in the possession of “ Monn Sr. le Counte,” written about the year 
1415, apparently by an ecclesiastic in the household of Edward Courtney, 
Earl of Devonshire (1372-1419). Quite at the end, there is a statement of 
the reasons for which Pope John XXIII was deposed after the Conneil of 
Constance. This was written about 1418. In the Calendar, an entry appears 
of the death “ Johannis de Clifford militis,’ on Saint Dunstan's day. This 
is in a handwriting of later date than the Calendar itself, and refers, probably, 
to John de Clittord of Ewyas, who was with Sir Robert Knollys in France 
in 1370, and whose death must have taken place somewhere about 1390.

VII BIBLES. 


The existing chapter-division of the Bible has been attributed to Stephen Langton, 
Archbishop of Canterbury (who died a.p. 1228); but it would seem with more justice to 
Cardinal Hugo de Sancto Caro (who died at Lyons, 1262-3), who compiled the first Con- 
cordance, with the help of a large body of monks. The exigencies of reference made 
such a division indispensable. The want of a subdivision into numbered verses was sup- 
plied by letters of the alphabet placed at even distances. Amongst the early Christians 
several methods of section or division existed for liturgical purposes, but they differed 
whclly from the capitulation of Hugo de S. Caro, which has been used in all printed 
bibles from Guttenberg downwards. 

Verse-division, nearly identical with that used by us, is found im the Hebrew Bible, 
and is of great antiquity, probably older than Christ’s time. The learned Sante Pagnino 
made use of it in his Latin Bible-translation, printed at Lyons 1527-8, in which the verses 
are found numbered but not divided into separate paragraphs. In his Lexicon Hebraicum 
(1529) chapter and verse are cited in the references to the Bible. RoBrert EsTIeENNE 
(Stephanus) was the first who printed the verses exactly as is now done; that is, he 
adopted the numeration of Pagnino, and gave the sections greater distinctness by spacing 
them into paragraphs. This was done in his edition of the Latin vulgate printed in 1555, 
and is said to be found likewise in an edition of 1548, and in a Greek text of 1551. 

The Editio Princeps of the Breeches Bible, 1560, exhibits the first English use of the 
division into numbered verses; a Dutch Bible of 1563 and the Spanish Bear Bible of 
1569 also show it. German Bibles, and those of the north, did not fall in with the inno- 
vation for a long time afterwards ; but from the beginning of the seventeenth century its 
appearance is universal. :

ears, at an expense of 50,000 ducats, which was defrayed by Cardinal 
Ximenes, who when upwards of sixty years of age made himself master of 
the Hebrew tongne, to qualify himself for the superintendence of the work 
with which his name has in succeeding generations been so hononrably asso- 


ciated.

Differences hetween copies of this valuable work arise from the destruction 
by Walton at the Restoration, of the sheet C of prolegomena, which, from 
its eulogy of Cromwell, was offensive to Charles II. In the original ° 
issue, he states his sentiments and intentions, with regard to the publication, 
in a very different way from what appears afterwards, and thanks the most 
illustrious Lord Protector and his council for their assistance granted to his 
labours and the exemption of the paper from duty. In the reprint which was 
made after the Restoration, the Bishop enlarges piously on the dreadful affairs 
of recent times, and drops the illustrious Protector entirely, except by a kind of 
innuendo drawn from his sense of shame ;—that is, in giving the names of his 

ps, he meations all ‘‘ prwter eos quorum favore chartam 4 vectigalibus 
immunem habuimus.”

When Mr. Pettigrew made the 
catalogue of the Sussex library, he stated that there were only three copies in 
England, and two imperfect copies in Russia. There are perhaps not more 
than ten copies in existence, perfect or imperfect; and the above stands 
probably before all but the Bodleian and Spencer copies, with regard to its 
comparatively fine state of preservation. 

But beyond its value as an Epitio Princeps and a very rare Bible, it 
possesses the farther merit of high instrinsic importance. As an old Biblical 
Text in a European tongne, it ranks next to the Greek Septuagint and the 
Latin Vulgate; the only other versions which might have disputed the 
honour— namely, the Gothic, and the Anglo-Saxon—being merely extant in 
fragments. As a natural result, no editor of the Septuagint can afford 
to dispense with the aid of the Ostrog Bible for collating the text. Holmes 
and Parsons made extensive use of it in giving the lectiones variantes.
